Raging Sireams Spread Death 
and Desolation. 


HUNDREDS 
ABE 
HOMELESS 


Frenzied Inhabitants Make Mad Rush 


For Safety on Mountains — Many 


Buildings Wrecked. 


Over sixty lives were claimed on 
Wednesday by iloods and cloudbursts 
in 
southwestern 
Pennsylvania 
and 
West Virginia, and hundreds of homes 
and business houses were destroyed 
Uniontown, Pa,, leads the list of the 
known dead with fifteen. 


At Wheeling, W. Va., three wero 
drowned; at Lemont, Pa., four wero 
drowned; at Ellenwood, Pa., three per 
sons were drowned, and thirty-six lives 
are reported to have been lost In other 
towns of the two states. 


Uniontown, Lemont, Mount Brad* 
dock, Connellsville and Dunbar, Pa., 
were inundated. 
In Turtle Creek Val­ 
ley the damage is enormous and scoros 
of families are homeless in the upper 
Youghiogheny Valley. 


Railroad traffic through a great ter­ 
ritory is demoralized, especially as to 
Uniontown, where the tracks of two 
railroads were town from their foun­ 
dations. 
Several towns are without 
railroad, mail, telephone and telegraph 
connections. 
From 
West 
Virginia 
cities no reports can be obtained, be­ 
cause telegraph wires are down. 
It 
will be several weeks before the com­ 
plete loss of life is known. 


Hundreds of families deserting theli 
homes in a mad rush for safety on the 
mountain sides sought shelter beneath 
improvised shacks and tents, toward 
the construction of which every avail* 
able piece of debris was turned to ac« 
count. Shivering women and children 
gazed over a scene of desolation in 
the upper Youghiogheny Valley, and as 
the waters receded upturned dwellings, 
shattered buildings and crushed piles 
of mortar were held in a mass by a 
railroad bridge or trestle. 


Heavy rocks have been split, heavy 
railroad iron has been lifted from al­ 
most solid beds and dropped into riv­ 
ers, while on all sides deep scars 
mark the surface of the earth where 
the crowding waters have made new 
courses for themselves. 


Dunbar, near Connellsville, was in 
udnated. 
The waters raged througii 
the main streets, upsetting massive 
structures and endangering the lives 
of hundreds. 
A cloudburst was the 
cause, although it is thought the dam 
broke 
The Turtle Creek Valley was 
visited by a disastrous flood, and the 
damage is enormous. Crops were blot 
ted from the earth. 


At Evans Station, three miles north 
of Uniontown, Pa., a cloudburst sent 
waters raging into the mouth of the 
Superba No. 2 mines. Fourteen men 
were drowned like rates in a trap, 
while thirty-seven others had miracu­ 
lous escapes from a similar death A 
few miles away at Lemont mine No, 2 
three other men are reported to have 
drowned in like fashion. 


An American miner employed at the 
Superba mine, who spent most of the 
night at the shaft of the Lemont No. 1, 
came away with information that no 
hope longer is entertained of the sur 
rival of Peter Evans, a pumper; John 
Scanlon, laborer, and an unknown for­ 
eigner in the Lemont. 
This 
would 
bring the total list of dead up to 
eighteen 
Those who have penetrated 
the Superba mine come out with ro- 
ports of 
almost 
indescribable ruin 
within the workings caused by the aw­ 
ful force of the inrushing waters. 


These yawning craters mutely told 
the cause of the disaster, It was haz­ 
ardous to approach within many feet 
of the huge pits in the earth’s surface. 
The largest of these was within 100 
feet of the slope entry of the mine, 
It is a hole twenty feet in diameter, 
into which hay, timbers, rails and oth­ 
er obstructions had been hurled in the 
mad frenzy of relatives of the miners 
known to be in the workings when 
the first alarm of danger was seen. 
Their efforts to dam up the openings 
were most feeble in contest witji aie 
water. 


Parcels Post Plan In Senate. 


The 
postoffice 
appropriation 
bill, 
short of the good roads provision pro 
posed by the house and embracing a 
revised 
parcels 
post 
system, 
will) 
charges based on zones of distance, 
was reported to the senate from com 
mittee. 


The 
appropriations 
carried 
are 
above those of the house measure, 
which were about $200.000,000. One oi 
the principal increases is in the pay oj 
railroads for transporting mails, the 
senate committee adding more than 
$2,500.000. 


In striking out the Shackleford good 
roads plan, which provided for federal 
Improvement of highways, the senate 
committee recommends an investiga 
tion by a special commission. 


The Barnhart amendment for the 
publication of the names of stockhold 
ers of newspapeys and periodicals is 
changed to provide 
for 
publication 
once a year, when lists of the stock 


holders are to be filed with postmas 
ters. 


The parcels post section is radically 
different from that of ihe house bill 
which provided a fiat rate of postago 
for all distances. The senate provision 
is that of the Bourne bill, slightlv 
modified* Senator Bourne recommend­ 
ed that third and fourth class mail 
matter be combined for the parcels 
post service; but the bill makes the 
parcels post apply only to fourth class 
matter.

Is Under Arrest,

COAL PROBE IS ORDERED 


THREE GAMBLERS CONFESS 


Lieutenant Charles Becker was ar 
rested in New York city and held b> 
Judge Mulqueen for murder in the 
first degree, after Jack Rose, Becker’s 
collector for 
gambling 
money, had 
confessed that the police lieutenant 
had ordered to have Herman Rosen* 
thal killed. 


The 
arrest 
and 
arraignment 
oi 
Becker followed swiftly after Rose's 
confession and the confessions of Brid 
gey Webber and Harry Vallon, who 
corroborated Rose In every important 
particular. 


District Attorney Whitman, question 
Ing the three purisoners for four hours, 
pounded one against the other until 
they all broke down and said Rosen 
thal was shot down in front of the 
Metropole by a hired gang because 
Becker wanted it done. 


The grand jury acted speedily. With 
their confessions warm on their lips, 
Rose, Webber and Vallon went before 
the grand jury, put their hands on the 
Bible and swore that they had told the 
whole truth. 


Within an hour the former 
com­ 
mander of the strong arm squad was 
in a cell in the Tombs. But the men 
who placed him there did not dare to 
leave 
the 
district attorney’s office. 
Shaking with fear, they begged the 
district attorney to keep them for the 
night in his office. 
And there they 
stayed, under guard of four of Mr. 
W hitman’s detectives. 


Rose’s confession, the most vital of 
t h e three, details 
how 
Becker six 
weeks ago told him that IJerman Ro 
B e n th a l had lived too long, that Ro­ 
senthal had to be put out of the way 
and that the men who did the job had 
nothing to fear, because he (Becker) 
was a power in the police department. 


So Rose went out and spread the 
word that the strong arm commander 
said that Rosenthal must be killed. He 
dropped hints here and there. He did 
more. He sent for big Jack Sollg and 
held a conference with that notorious 
gang leader of the East Side. 


The four men who pistoled Rosen­ 
thal by this arrangement were Whitey 
Lewis, Lefty Lewis, Dago Frank and 
"G^psy Blood/’ Rose admits that he 
rounded them up and saw that they 
were poised for the crime. 
It was 
for this purpose that the gray car of 
Libby was used. Rose Is not sure that 
they escaped in the gray car, but he 
points to Becker’s promises of protec 
tion as a proof that the murderers did 
get clear of the police. 


The £> 
. ___ ager of the killing, 


Jack Rose, called Becker up by phone 
a few minutes after Rosenthal was 
dead on the sidewalk in front of the 
Metropole. He told Becker that-it was 
a horrible thing. He said it was moro 
than he expected. 
He was frightened 
clear to the heart, and he was afrai 1 
to stir without a word of confidence 
from his master. 
And 
Becker sa d 
over the phone, while Rose was mak 
ing 
preparations for a hurried tri# 
down to the Tenderloin; 


"Oh, don’t worry; I’ll protect you 
There won't be much fuss over thisV 


A few minutes later, in the shadow 
of the Murray Hill baths, Lieutenant 
Becker, calm and collected, and with 
perfect confidence in his reassurance 
to the nervous vnd trembling Rose, 
said: 


"Don’t you be worried over this mat­ 
ter, I’ll see to it that none of the boys 
get into jail.” 


The bald gambler, who included in 
his confession a frank statement that 
for a long time he had been collecting 
money for gambling, not only for Lieu 
tenant Becker, but for officers highe* 
up in the police department, swears he 
did not know that murder was to be 
done the night his hired thugs met at 
Bridgey Webber’s and sat there wait­ 
ing for the signal th at Rosenthal, the 
squealer, was about to leave the Hotel 
Metropole. 
Rose says he knew some 
thing was to be done to Rosenthal, but 
that he would have flinched from the 
task if he had known that pistols were 
to be used against the informer. 


Bridgey Webber, the host of the 
murder conspirators, backed up Rose, 
and told of what was said when he and 
Rose xnet Becker up town a few days 
before the murder, Becker was hot for 
the killing. 


As for Harry Vallon, his confession 
was the least important of the three 
But, like Webber, he supported Rosi* 
in 
substantial 
particulars. 
Denying 
that he was present when the mur 
der was committed, Vallon admits tha* 
he was at the Metropole a few minuter 
previously and tla t he was cogntzam 
of the arrangements. 


House Instructs Commerce Secretary

The house of representatives has 
adopted a resolution calling upon the 
secretary of commerce and labor to 
inquire into "the different elements of 
cost and profit included in the present 
high price of anthracite." 


Representative Difenderfer, Demo­ 
crat, of Pennsylvania, author of the 
resolution, declared that a "hard coal 
trust" existed and that coal mined in 
Pennsylvania was sold at higher prices 
in Philadelphia than in New York. 


He contended that, while the miner«* 
wages recently had been increased a 
fraction more than 5 per cent, coal 
operators had arbitrarily advanced the 
price to the consumer 25 cents a ton, 
an advance Immeasurably greater than 
that represented by the miners’ wage 
increase. 


Thaw Goes Back to Asylum. 


Harry It. Thaw, in the eyes of the 
law, is still Insane and must remain in 
the asylum where he was placed on 
Feb. 1, 19C8, after he had killed Stan­ 
ford White. 


Justice Martin J. Keogh, of the New 
York supreme court at White Plains, 
denied Thaw’s application for free­ 
dom. 
The court took the ground that 
Thaw’s release would be dangerous to 
public safety. 


The proceedings lasted for several 
weeks, and among the witnesses was 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, wife of the pris­ 
oner. 


The decision of Justice Keogh deny­ 
ing liberty to Thaw in his third effort 
to escape from the 
madhouse was 
brief, it held that the applicant had 
not proved his sanity. 
Justice Keogh 
said: "My whole duty is fully perform­ 
ed when I decide the single question 
presented for decision, namely: 
*Is 
Harry K. Thaw at present sane or in* 
sane, and would his release he danger 
ous to the public peace and safety?* 
Having listened to all the testimony 
and seriously considered it, J am of 
the opinion that Harry K. Thaw is 
still Insane and that his discharge 
would 
be 
dangerous to the public 
peace and safety. The writ, therefore, 
must be dismissed on the merits and 
Harry K. Thaw bo delivered to the au* 
thorities at Matteawan." 


John Mitchell Gets Nine Months. 
John Mitchell, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, was 
sentenced in the District of Columbia 
supreme court in Washington to nine 
months’ imprisonment for contempt of 
court, growing out of the Bucks Store 
and Rango company case. An appeal 
wa staken and $4000 bail furnished to 
abide by the decision of the upper 
court. 


In the same case Samuel Gompers, 
the president, recently was sentenced 
to one year, and Frank Morrison, the 
secretary, to six months. 


Mr. Mitchell was not in court, but 
sent a written statement waiving his 
right to be present. He was t o . have 
been sentenced laet week, but Justh e 
Wright then declined to pass sentence 
because he objected to the form of 
waiver submitted for Mr. Mitchell. 


Claude Allen to Die, 
? 


Claude Allen, one of the Hlllsville 
outlaws, was convicted of murder in 
the first degree at Wytheviile, Va., for 
the killing of Commonwtalth Attorney 
William M. Foster. 


At a former trial Claude Allen was 
found guilty of murder In the second 
degree for the killing of Judge Thom* 
ton L. Massie. 


Claude Allen is the second one of 
the Allen clan to be convicted of first 
degree murder, his father, Floyd Al* 
len, being the other. 


When he learned* that he must pay 
the penalty for his crime in the elec­ 
tric chair the prisoner broke down and 
wept bitterly, as did also his fiancee, 
who was with him in the court room. 
It was the first time he had displayed 
the least &ign of emotion siacp his 
trial began 
i

bat not too fast. 


While boiling the pan 
should 
be 
well filled with water, which should 
always be kept boiling, and the lid 
of the pan should not be cuite closed. 
Here it may be said that the method 
of pouring off the w ater preparatory 
to adding a little butter is a barbarous 
one; the vegetables shonld b e ’thor­ 
oughly drained and then returned into 
a pan in which tho butter is already 
melted. 


Potatoes are best cooked by steam 
and new potatoes 
are 
particularly 
nice when prepared in this fashion, 
quite dry with, a little butter added 
before they are sent to table. 


It is because vegetables that have 
been cooked by steam have not so 
good a color as when boiled that ob­ 
jection is sometimes taken to this 
method and the perforated steamer 
preferred.

RAT IS NOT NATIVE 


COMMON VARIETY CAME TO THIS 
COUNTRY IN SHIPS. 


Though Living In Filthy Place3 the 
Rodent Is Naturally Cleanly and 
Takes Great Pains With 
His Coat. 


With the opening days of winter 
nousekoepers, particularly 
in 
cities 
and 
towns, 
begin 
to 
noto 
evi­ 
dences that the dwelling has had an 
increase in the number of its inhabi­ 
tants, and that the cellar and the pan­ 
try have been invaded and plundered, 
not by one, but by a company of bare­ 
footed burglars, the Indianapolis News 
says. 
Then is time to set the rat 
traps, for with change in the weather 
these knowing animals have come in 
from the lifmber piles, the stables and 
the trash heaps they occupied In the 
summer, and 
they Jhave come, too, 
with keenest of appetites, ready to 
carry off anything in the line of eat­ 
ables, except—here they draw the 
line—canned goods. 


All the common so-called house rats 
in this country aro immigrants, be­ 
longing originally to the old world, 
from which they came in ships. 
The 
rat most common with 
us is 
the 
brown rat, sometimes called the Nor­ 
way rat, but originally a native of In­ 
dia 
and 
Persia, 
entering 
Europe 
through 
Russia 
about 
1727, 
and 
brought to America about 1775. What­ 
ever may be said of the pilgrim fa­ 
thers, or of the first settlers at James­ 
town, it has never been charged that 
they brought any rats with theiu. 


The brown rat is 
six 
to eight 
inches long with a tail six to eight 
inches long, and this tail is a wonder­ 
ful appendage, with more muscles 
than the human hand, being used an 
a hand, as a balancer, and as a spring 
to aid in jumping. 


Though rats live in filthy places 
a-nd in foul air they 
are 
naturally 
cleanly and always have a sleek coat 
as * they 
take great pains to clean 
themselves, licking their paws after 
the fashion of the cat. 
In 
sleeping 
they coil themselves up like a ball, 
with the nose between the hind legs 
and the tail curled 
around 
outside, 
leaving out only the ears to catch 
any sound of danger. 
Wherever the 
brown rat takes up its abode it drives 
off or destroys all other rats. 
The 
black rat was the common house rat 
until driven off by the brown rat. The 
black rat, like the brown, came origi­ 
nally 'from Asia and was first known 
in America in 1544. 


This country, while its house rats 
are all from abroad, has a number of 
indigenous species. Among these are 
the Florida wood rat, the California 
wood rat, the gray wood rat of the 
Rocky mountains, which is noted for 
its pilfering, carrying away all man­ 
ner of articles 
that may be 
lying 
about, such as knives, forks and other 
things of no use to it. 
This species 
has a soft, bushy tail and is eaten by 
the Indians, its flesh having a delicate 
flavor. Then, too, there is the cotton 
rat of the southern states, sometimes 
called 
the 
rice 
rat, a little fellow 
about five 
inches 
long a reddish 
brown rat, which lives in burrows 
which it digs. 
Its name is derived 
from the fact that it lines its nest 
with cotton. 


Feeding the Calves. 


I feed six pounds of new milk twice 
a day for three months, and give them 
grain of a mixture of oran, oil meal 
and whole oats as soon as they will 
eat it, and rowen hay all they will 
eat; and do not neglect fresh water 
every day after they are a month old, 
says a writer in an exchange. They 
need a little grain for a year; their 
stomachs are not sufficiently adapted 
to grass and hay to enable them to do 
their best. 


The second year do not feed much 
grain, thereby forcing them to eat 
quantities of roughage to develop ca- 
i 
acity and make them hardy. 
Too 
luch grain at 
that 
ago will make 
them delicate feeders later and cause 
them to fall off when put on roughage. 
Do not let them freshen until they are 
30 months old. 
Feed grain liberally 
the last four months so as to develop 
the udder,—Exchange. 


Handicapping the Burglar. 


Burglaries in 
private 
houses 
in 
Vienna are rare, because the doors 
are locked from ten o’clock at night 
to six in the morning by order of the 
police. 
Admission and exit between 
those hours are given by the house 
porter, who receives a fee for unlock­ 
ing the door, and is bound to report to 
the police the doings and mode of life 
of all the inhabitants of the house. 
This system of lock money is tire­ 
some; but in Vienna, as at 
Naples, 
where it also exists, it obliges burg­ 
lars and other criminals to operate 
durii^g the daylight 
and 
diminishes 
their chances of success. 
The land­ 
lords tried a few years ago the sys­ 
tem of giving the key of the house 
door to tenants, but the majority of 
the keys have how been withdrawn. 


Brush Kept Soft.

To Can Green Corn Without Cook­ 
ing.—Take nine cups of corn cut from 
the cob, have the corn Just picked, 
one cup of sugar, half a cup of salt 
and a cup of cold water; mix all to* 
gether and place in sterilized cans, 
sealed tight. Freshen when using. 


Beet Relish.—A quart

southwestern 
Pennsylvania 
and 
West Virginia, and hundreds of homes 
and business houses were destroyed 
Uniontown, Pa., leads the list of the 
known dead with 
fifteen. 


At Wheeling, W. Va., three 
were 
drowned; at Lemont, Pa., four wero 
drowned; at Ellenwood, Pa., three per 
sons were drowned, and thirty-six lives 
are reported to have been lost in other 
towns of the two states. 


Uniontown. Lemont, 
Mount 
Brad- 
dock, Connellsville and Dunbar, Pa., 
were inundated. 
In Turtle Creek Val- 
ley the damage is enormous and scoros 
of families are homeless in the upper 
Youghiogheny Valley. 


Railroad Iraffic through a great ter- 
ritory is demoralized, especially as to 
Uniontown, where the tracks of two 
railroads were town from their foim- 
dations. 
Several towns are without 
railroad, mail, telephone and telegraph 
connections. 
From 
West 
Virginia 
cities no reports can be obtained, be 
cause telegraph wires are down. 
It 
will be several weeks before the com- 
plete loss of life Is known. 


Hundreds of families deserting their 
homes in a mad rush for safety on the 
mountain sides sought shelter beneath 
improvised shacks and tents, toward 
the construction of which every avail» 
able piece of debris was turned to ac- 
count. Shivering women and children 
gazed over a scene of desolation in 
the upper Youghiogheny Valley, and as 
the waters receded upturned dwellings, 
shattered buildings and crushed piles 
of mortar were held In a mass by a 
railroad bridge or trestle. 


Heavy rocks have been split, heavy 
railroad iron has been lifted from al- 
most solid beds and dropped into riv- 
erg, while on all sides deep 
scars 
mark the surface of the earth where 
the crowding waters have made new 
courses for themselves. 


Dunbar, near Connellsville, was in 
udnated. 
The waters raged through 
the main streets, upsetting 
massive 
structures and endangering the lives 
of hundreds 
A cloudburst was the 
cause, although it Is thought the dam 
broke 
The l^irtle Creek Valley was 
visited by a disastrous flood, and the 
damage is enormous. Crops were blot- 
ted from the earth. 


At Evana Station, three miles north 
of Uniontown, Pa., a cloudburst sent 
waters raging Into the mouth of the 
Superba No. 2 mines. Fourteen men 
were drowned like rates In a trap, 
while thirty-seven others had miracu- 
lous escapes from a similar death A 
few miles away at Lemont mine No. 2 
three other men are reported to have 
drowned in like fashion 


An American miner employed at the 
Superba mine, who spent most of the 
night at the shaft of the Lemont No. 1, 
came away with information that no 
hope longer Is entertained of the sur 
rival of Peter Evans, a pumper; John 
Scanlon, laborer, and an unknown for- 
eigner in the Lemont. 
This 
would 
bring the total list of dead up to 
eighteen 
Those who have penetrated 
the Superba mine come out with re- 
ports of 
almost 
indescribable ruin 
within the workings caused by the aw- 
ful force of the inrushing waters. 


These yawning craters mutely told 
the cause of the disaster, It was haz- 
ardous to approach within many feet 
of the huge pits In the earth's surface. 
The largest of these" was within 100 
feet of the slope entry of the mine. 
It Is a hole twenty feet In diameter, 
Into which hay, timbers, rails and oth- 
er obstructions had been hurled in tho 
mad frenzy of relatives of the miner« 
known to be In the workings when 
the first alarm of danger was seen. 
Their efforts to dam up the openings 
were most feeble in contest wliji 
water.

CONFESS 


Lieutenant Charles Becker was ar 
rested in New York city and held b> 
Judge 
Mulqueen for murder in the 
first degree, after Jack Rose, Becker's 
collector for 
gambling 
money, had 
confessed that the police 
lieutenant 
had ordered to have Herman Rosen- 
thal killed. 


The 
arrest 
and 
arraignment 
ol 
Becker followed swiftly after Rose's 
confession and the confessions of Brld 
gey Webber and Harry Vallon. who 
corroborated Rose In every important 
particular. 


District Attorney Whitman, question 
Ing the three purisoners for four hours, 
pounded one against the other until 
they all broke down and said Rosen 
thai was shot down in front of the 
Metropole by a hired gang 
because 
Becker wanted It done. 


Tho grand jury acted speedily. With 
their confessions warm on their lips 
Rose, Webber and Vallon went before 
the grand jury, put theli* hands on the 
Bible and swore that they had told the 
whole truth. 


Within an hour the former 
com 
mander of the strong arm squad was 
in a cell in the Tombs. 
But the men 
who placed him there did not dare to 
leave 
the 
district attorney's ofllce 
Shaking with fear, they begged th 
district attorney to keep them for the 
night In his ofllce. 
And there they 
stayed, under guard of four of Mr 
Whitman's detectives. 


Rome's confession, the most vital o 
the three, details 
how 
Becker six- 
weeks ago told him that IJerman Ro 
senthal had lived too long, tl:at Ro- 
senthal had to bo put out of the way 
and that the men who did the job had 
nothing to fear, because he (Becker) 
was a power in the police department. 


So Rose went out and spread the 
word that the strong arm commander 
said that Rosenthal must be killed. HP 
dropped hints here and there. He did 
more. He sent for big Jack Sol ig and 
held a conference with that notorious 
gang leader of the East Side, 


The four men who pistoled Rosen- 
thal by this arrangement: were Whltey 
Lewis, Lefty Lewis, Dago ITrank and 
"G^'psy Blood." Rose admits that he 
rounded them up and saw that they 
wero poised for the crime. 
It was 
for this purpose that the gray car of 
Ubby was used. Rose Is not sure that 
they escc^ped in the gray car, but he 
points to Beckcr's promises of protec 
tion as a proof that the murderers did 
get clear of the police.

ager of the killing, 


Jack Hose, called Becker up by phone 
a few minutes after Rosenthal 
was 
dead on tho sidewalk in front of tlxe 
Metropole, 
He told Becker that-It was 
a horrible thing. 
He said it was mor« 
than he expected. 
He was frightened 
clear to the heart, and he was afral 1 
to stir without a word of confidence 
from his master. 
And 
Becker sa'd 
over the phone, while Roso was mak 
Ing 
preparations for a hurried 
tri, 
down to the Tenderloin: 


"Oh, don't worry; I'll protect you 
There won't be much fuss over this " 
A few minutes later, in the shadow 
of the Murray Hill baths. Lieutenant 
Becker, caJm and collected, and with 
perfect confidence in his reas-urance 
to the nervous i'nd tremblin«:; Rose, 
said: 


'•Don't you be worried over this mat- 
ter. 
I'll sec to it that none of tho boy.s 
get into jail." 


The bald gambler, who Included In 
his confession a frank statement that 
for a long time he had been collecting 
money for gambling, not only for Lieu 
tenant Becker, but for officers highe* 
up in tlie police department, swears he 
did not know that murder was to be 
done the night his hired thugs met at 
Bridgey Webber's and sat there wait- 
ing for the signal that Rosenthal, the 
squealer, was about to leave the Hotel 
Metropole, 
Rose says he knew some 
thing was to be done to Rosenthal, but 
that he would have flinched from the 
task if he had known that pistols were 
to be used against the Informer. 


Bridgey Webber, the 
host 
of the 
murder conspirators, backed up Rose, 
and told of what was said v/hen he and 
Rose inet Becker up town a few days 
before the murder, Becker was hot for 
the killing. 


As for Harry Vallon, his confession 
was the least important of the three 
But, like Webber, he supported Rusi- 
in 
substantial 
particulars. 
Denying 
that he was present when the mur 
der was committed, Vallon admits tha' 
he was at the Metropole a few minuteh 
previously and tl at he was cognlzan^ 
of the arrangements. 


COAL PROBE IS O R D E R E D 


House Instructs Commerce Secretary 
to Ascertain Reasons For High Prices. 


The houso of representatives 
has 
adopted a resolution calling upon the 
secretary of commerce and labor to 
Inquire into "the different elements of 
cost and profit included in the present 
High price of anthracite." 


Representative 
Dlfenderfer, 
Demo- 
crat, of Pennsylvania, author of the 
resolution, declared that a "hard coal 
trust" existed and that coal mined in 
Penusylvaula was sold at higher prices 
in Philadelphia tlian in New York. 


Ho contended that, while the miners' 
wages recently had been Increased a 
fraction more than 5 per cent, coal 
operators had arbitrarily advanced tho 
price to the consumer 25 cents a ton, 
an advance Immeasurably greater than 
that represented by the miners' wage 
increase. 


Thaw Goes Back to Asylum. 


Harry K. Thaw, in tho eyes of the 
law, is still Insane and must remain in 
the asylum where he was placed on 
Feb. 1, 19CS, after he had killed Stan- 
ford White. 


Justice Martin J. Keogh, of tho New 
York supreme court at White Plains, 
denied Thaw's application 
for free- 
dom. 
The court took the ground that 
Thaw's release would be dangerous to 
public safety. 


The proceedings lasted for several 
weeks, and among the witnesses was 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, wife of the pils- 
oner. 


The decision of Justice Keogh deny- 
ing liberty to Thaw In his third effort 
to escape from the 
madhouse 
was 
brief, it held that the applicant had 
not proved his sanity. 
Justice Keogh 
said: "My whole duty Is fully perform- 
ed when I decide the single question 
presented 
for decision, namely: 
*la 
Harry K. Thaw at present sane or in- 
sane, and would his release be danger 
ous to the public peace and safety?' 
Having listened to all the testimony 
and seriously considered It, J am of 
the opinion that Harry K. Thaw Is 
still Insane and that his 
discharge 
would 
be 
dangerous to the public 
peace and safety. The writ, therefore, 
must bo dismissed on the merits and 
Harry K. Thaw bo delivered to the au* 
thorlties at Matte*wan." 


John Mitchell Gets Nine Months. 
John Mitchell, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
was 
sentenced in the District of Columbia 
supreme court in Washington to nine 
months' Imprisonment for contempt of 
court, growing out of the Bucks Stove 
and Range company case. An appeal 
wa staken and $4000 bail furnished to 
abide by the decision of the upper 
court. 


In the same case Samuel Gompers, 
the president, recently was sentenced 
to one year, and Frank Morrison, the 
secretary, to six months, 


Mr, Mitchell was not In court, but 
sent a written statement waiving his 
right to bo present. He was to. have 
been sentenced last week, but Justh e 
Wright then docllnod to pass sentence 
because he objected to the form of 
waiver submitted for Mr, Mitchell. 


Clauds Allan to Die. 


Claude Allen, one of the 
HHIBVIIIS 
outlaws, was convicted of murder in 
the first degree al Wytheville, Va., for 
the killing of Commonwtalth Attorney 
William M. Foster. 


At a former trial Claude Allen was 
found guilty of Ui»trder in the second 
degree for tho klliing of Judge Thorn- 
ton L. Massle. 


Claude Allen Is the second one of 
the Allen clan to be convlcte(i of first 
degree murder, his father, Floyd Al- 
len. being the other. 


When he learned' that he must pay 
the penalty for his crime in the elec- 
tric chair the prisoner broke down and 
wept bitterly, as did also his 
fiancee, 
who was with him in the court room.

One of the greatest drawbacks to 
the success of vegetarianism is that 
so f.cw people know how to cook vege- 
tables. 
Sodden boiling is not in any 
scni-Q of the v/ord right cooking even 
if 
the 
vegetables 
are half-strained 
afterwards and sent 
to 
table 
with 
streakp of well-watered butter through 
them, masquerading as sauce. 
When 
vegeiables are boiled the water should 
be aaved for stock, for it has nourish- 
ing qualities that have been given out 
in the process of cooking; to prevent 
this cooking by steam is tho 
best 
method 
that 
can be 
recommended. 
Properly cooked and dished up vege- 
tables might be promoted to a much 
more important position at our tables; 
on occasion they might very well take 
the place of meat ev^fn among thoso 
who do not profess vegetarian prin- 
ciples. 


When steaming is resorted to, the 
steam should be brought directly into 
contact with the greon food that is 
being cooked, if possible. 
A home- 
made steamer may, of course, be con- 
trived, and a milk can may be made 
to serve this puipose if a muslin cloth 
is tied across the top. 
Carrots, peao, 
sprouts, cauliflower or spinach mviy be 
set in this inner can 
and 
steamed 
while potatoes are boiling in the wa- 
ter outside. 
Place a little butter in 
the improvised bain marie if cabbage, 
spinach, 
sprouts, French beans 
or 
cauliflov/er should be the vegetable 
course, and add a little water (or in 
some cases raillc), then allov^' the veg- 
etables to steam slowly, the water in 
the outside vessel bemg kept boiling, 
bat not too fast. 


While boiling the pan 
should 
be 
well filled with water, which should 
always be kept boilinjr, and the lid 
Df the pan should not be cuite closed. 
Here it may be sasd that the method 
of pouring off the water preparatory 
to adding a little butter is a barbarous 
one; the vegetables shorild be'thor- 
oughly drained and then returned into 
a pan in which tho butter is already 
melied. 


Potatoes are best cooked by steam 
and new potatoes 
are 
particularly 
nice when prepared in this fashion, 
quite dry with^ a little butter added 
before they are sent to table. 


It is because vegetables that 
have 
been cooked by steam have not so 
good a color as when boiied that ob- 
jection is sometimes taken to this 
method and the perforated steamer 
preferred. When, however, boiling is 
Lho method 
chosen 
tho vegetables 
should be carefully prepared and out- 
side green leaves should all be re- 
oioved while steeping in 
salt 
gives 
ilrmncss and will destroy and remove 
any lurking Insects. 
If the vegetable 
is then put for five minutes into boil- 
iTig water and afterwardf again int? 
cold the color will be improved and a 
little sugar in the coolrinir water also 
ielps the color. 


Cauliflower is a vegetable which ap- 
peals to all tastes, and it is also one 
of the most nourishing of our vege- 
tables, and in price practically within 
the reach of all. 
Like all vegetables 
for boiling, it requi/es care in cook- 
ing. 
First soak the cauliflower 
in 
Raited water for an hour, drain and 
leave it whole or break it into sprigs 
if 
preferred, 
removing 
the 
outer 
leaves. 
Then put it inio a large pan 
full of boiling salted water and boil 
till the green parts are soft. 


Root vegetables, among which are 
included sea kale, celery,, artichokes, 
turnips and carrots, are best boiled 
In unsalted water and the heat must 
not be too fast and furious, or the veg- 
etable M'ill become tough. 
Parsnip 
is one of the many vegetables which 
are unappreciated, because it is rare- 
ly cooked in a fashion which makes 
the most of Its flavor. It should not 
be watery when served, but sent to 
table 
thoroughly 
dry 
with 
butter 
sauce.

Beef Roils. 


The remains of cold roast or boiled 
beef, seasoning to taste of salt, pepper 
and minced herbs; puff paste. 
Mince 
the beef tolerably fine, with a small 
amount of its own fat; add a season- 
ing of pepper, salt and chopped herbs; 
put the whole into a roll of puff paste 
and bake for half an hour or rather 
longer should the roll be very large. 


Beef patties may be made of cold 
meat by mincing and seasoning beef 
as directed above and baklne: in a 
•ich puff paste in patty tins. 


Sauce for Plum Pudding. 


Cream together a'cupful of sugar 
and half a cupful of butter. 
When 
light and creamy add the well-beaten 
yolks of four eggs. 
Stir into this one 
wineglass of v/ine or brandy, a pinch 
of salt and one large cupful of hot 
cream or rich milk. Beat this mixture 
\wen, place it in a saucepan over the 
fire, stir it until it cooks suiliclently 
to thicken like cream. 
Be sure and 
not let it boil. 


Apple Butter. 


Pare and quarter apples and cook 
them in Just enough water to keep 
them from burning; about a pint of 
water to four quarts of apples; cook 
until very soft, then run them through 
a sieve and add half as much sugar 
as pulp. To four quaris of apples use 
half a teaspoon of whole cloves and 
cinnamon tied in a bag. Cook untU 
good and thick.

Persia, 
entering 
Europe 
through 
Russia 
about 
1727, 
and 
brought to America about 1775. What- 
ever jnny be said of the pilgrim fa- 
thers, or of the first settlers at James- 
town, It has never been charged that 
they brought any rats with thor^. 


The 
brown 
rat 
Is 
six 
to 
eight 
inchcs long with a tall six to eight 
inches long, and this tall Is a wonder- 
ful 
appendage, 
with 
more 
muscles 
than the human hand, being used an 
a hand, as a balancer, and as a spring 
to aid in jumping. 


Though 
rats live in 
filthy 
placos 
:«id in foul air they 
are 
naturally 
cleanly and always have a sleek coat 
a s " they 
take great pains to clean 
themselves. licking their paws after 
the fashion of the cat. 
In 
sleeping 
they coil themselves up like a ball, 
wilh the nose between the hind legs 
and the tail curled 
around 
outside, 
leaving out only the ears to 
catch 
any sound of danger. 
Wherever the 
brown rat takes up its abode It drives 
off or destroys all other rats. 
The 
black rat was the common house rat 
until driven off by the brown rat. The 
black rat, like the brown, came origi- 
nally 'from Asia and was first known 
in America In 1544. 


This country, while Its house rats 
are all from abroad, has a number of 
Indigenous species. 
Among these are 
the Florida wood rat, the California 
wood rat, the gray wood rat of the 
Rocky mountains, which is noted for 
its pilfering, carrying away all man- 
ner of articles 
that 
may be 
lying 
about, such as knives, forks and other 
things of no use to It. 
This species 
has a soft, bushy tail and is eaten by 
the Indians, its fiesh having a delicate 
fiavor. 
Then, too. there is the cotton 
rat of the southern states, sometimes

rat, a little fellow

need a little grain for a year;

stomachs are not suificicntly adapted 
to grass and hay to enable them to do 
their best. 


The second year do not feed much

In a monthly magazine at the time of 
Stevenson's death. 
Here, 
however, 
readers wer© not deprived of 
a satis- 
factory 
ending, 
for the story 
was 
brought to a conclusion by 
Quiller- 
Couch. 


"I hardly know what to say to the 
public about this 
abortivo romance, 
though I pretty well know what the 
case will be. 
I shall never finish it," 
wrote Nathaniel Hawthorne, with ref- 
erence to "The Dolliver 
Romance," 
which he had undertaken to write for 
a magazine. 


This foreboding was soon verified, 
for Hawthorne had scarcely time to 
do more than lay down the 
ground- 
work .of the story and write the ini- 
tial chapters before he died. 
At his 
funeral in Concord the manuscript lay 
on his 
coffin. 
Soon afterward 
t ' e 
first chapter appeared in the Atlantic, 
and subsequently the second chapter, 
which he had been unable to revise, 
was published in the same magazine. 
Several years elapsed and then a third 
fragment, revised and copied by the 
novelist's wife, was placed in the pub- 
lisher's hands. 
The original 
manu- 
script is now preserved in the 
Con- 
cord public library. 


Another serial that was being writ- 
ten when its author laid down his 
pen forever was" "Denis Duval." Thack- 
eray, indeed, was already in his grave 
when 
its 
publication 
commenced. 
Three parts, and a portion of a fourth 
were all that 
appeared, 
and 
"the 
story," wrote the editor, "breaks off 
as his life ended—full of vigor and 
blooming with new promise like the 
apple trees in this month of May." 
With the fourth part was given a set 
of notes, taken from Thackeray's own 
papers, elucidatory of the subseauent 
development of the plot. 


Thackeray's 
great 
contemporary, 
Charles Dickens, also died in harnesa. 
For a long time his health had been in- 
different, but he stuck unflinchingly to 
the work he had in hand. 
On June 
8, 1870, he died. 
The morning 
and 
part of the afternoon of that day were 
devoted to completing the sixth num- 
ber of "The Mystery of Edwin Drood." 
but scarcely had he finished work and 
sat down to dinner than he was seiz- 
ed with convulsions. 
After lingering 
some hours without 
regaining 
con- 
sciousness he died at six the same 
day. 
,

"I shall publish late in this year, 
wrote Laurence Sipcrne, "and the next 
I shall begin a new work in four vol- 
umes, which, when finished, I shall 
continue 
'Tristram' 
with 
fresh 
spirit."

ney," one volume alone of which was 
ever given to the world, nor, by rea- 
son of the author's death, was "Tris* 
tram Shandy" ^ver continued.

weighed

ounces more than the woman's. 


The average weight of the European 
male brain was 2 pounds 15 ounces 9 
drams to 2 pounds 16 ounces 9 drams, 
and of the female brain 2 pounds 10 
ounces 11 drams to 2 pounds 10 ounces 
14 drams. 
Among savages there was 
not this difference, since, in the strug- 
gle for existence, the female had to 
apply her brain as" fully as the male, 
hence it has developed at practically 
the same rate.
